investigates the light ethical teaching and personal 
experience. men and women say such things and 
such things actual life? the characters the book 
comments the author apply especially life and 
problems?

Another mistake into which some pedagogical theorists 
fall the assumption that these three sorts apprecia- 
tion are arranged terrace; that there can 
esthetic appreciation until the formal appreciation has 
been completed, and that there can vital apprecia- 
tion until the pupils have mastered the esthetic aspects 
the work studied. has even been said that the study 
lierature should exclusively formal the grades, 
exclusively esthetic the high school and exclusively 
vital the college; that first should come the “drill” 
period, next the “syntax” period and finally the period 
appreciation the book contribution one’s philo- 
sophy life. 

cannot too vigorously pointed out that such 
conception pedagogical procedure possesses but one 
merit and that dubious one, namely, mechanical sym- 
metry. matter fact there room for all three 
kinds appreciation every school grade; all three 
them should come into play the teaching every piece 
literature; and, alike the primary class and the 
senior year college, most stress should placed 
vital appreciation, less stress esthetic appreciation and 
least stress formal appreciation. The great, the tragic 
error much college teaching today—a heritage part 
derived from the study the ancient languages and 
part from the methods vogue the German univers- 
ities—is make true appreciation literature art 
degenerate into the study philology science. “How 
could otherwise,” asks Dr. O’Hagan, his brilliant 
essay “The Degradation Scholarship,” “when pe- 
dantry with all its assumption and presumption usurps 
the throne scholarship, and true culture often finds but 
little welcome the classrooms and academic halls 
our land?” 

The over-emphasis the formal and esthetic aspects 
literary stury the exclusion essential vital appre- 
ciation happily indicated Father Garesche his 
article “The Training Writers” the December 
issue this magazine. “It rather amusing the retro- 
spect,” tells us, “to see how the lives successful 
authors their school work English has sometimes 
played negligible part their training for writing be- 
cause they detested grammar and hated rhetoric and be- 
cause sometimes the models presented for them for study 
the classroom were dissected and anatomized that 
they lost every semblance the fair and living form 
literature.” The study literature will fair and liv- 
ing thing only when consists mainly vital apprecia- 
tion. And vital appreciation can exist only when both 
teacher and pupls possess the feeling for literature, when 
they realize that books are human documents, filled with 
wisdom human and divine, abounding with portraits 
men and movements, embodiments human thought and 
human passion, things palpitating and athrill with human 
strivings and human speech. 

The right attitude toward the great books the world 
suggested the teacher the Catholic poet, Aubrey 
Vere, his inroduction “Selections from the Poets.” 
quotes Bacon’s significant saying that “it the office 
poetry submit the shows things the desires 
the mind”; and amplifies the thought follows: 

“Meaning the mind, the aspirations that mens 
melior, nobler mind, which the part man that re- 
tains the image God andthirsts for immortality. The 
world sense, since the fall, has lost the glory that 
light which dwelt upon its countenance was first 
created. poetry portion that light restored; for 
poetry ideal art, which invests objects with 
grandeur, freedom, and purity not their own. When 
speak ‘poetic Justice,’ refer the fact that 


poetry require justice more paupable and swift than 


that which the eye discerns the course actual events. 
When speak poetic Truth, refer truth es- 
sential and universal, and free from the accidents which 
the detail common things is, appearance least, 
subjected. Not less sacred that Beauty which the 
poets every age have sung. nothing merely mate- 
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rial, although manifests itself material things. From 
them looks forth, the soul looks forth from the face.” 


What Vere says specifically poetry applies equally 
all great literatute, dramas and novels and essays. All 
great books are transcripts human life. They purge 
life its superfluities and non-essentials, they compress 
point time and focus interest its significant 
conditions and read Tennyson’s “Morte 
d’Arthur,” for example, concentrate upon certain 
phases human experience, actual potential; under- 
stand the feeling emptiness and impotence that comes 
after even mighty achievements, feel the weariness that 
follows defeat, realize that faith and faith alone can 
sustain man the great crises life. 

And comes pass that great books impart 
human nature—general and particular. They 
teach know man and know men. How one grows 
spiritual and intellectual stature reads Macaulay’s 
essay Milton! discovers that Cavalier and Puritan 
are not merely two figures English history but that 
they are two eternal human types, and that himself 
one the other with corresponding advantages and 
defeats. sees now never before that loyalty 
sometimes unrighteous and that righteousness some- 
times disloyal; that the good man finds hard 
tolerant man, and that the man who puts not virtue 
the first place will ultimately overcome. And the great 
blind poet, hitherto abstraction, becomes real him, 
like himself child Heaven and child sin, like 
himself the victim pain and penury and circumstance, 
like himself tormented unrealized ideals and the agony 
unrest. And all this and ever much more, 
remarked passing, one may secure from the essay with- 
out much suspecting that Macaulay wrote balanced 
sentences. 

The vital study literature appreciates great books 
veritable treasure hoards wisdom. Shakespeare’s 
“As You Like It” even Touchstone’s foolish fancies are 
singularly wise. cries the philosophic man mot- 
ley, “now Arden; the more fool when was 
home, was better place: but travellers must 
content.” What world suffering and misery might 
not all spared—suffering and misery, too, that hath 
relish salvation it—if could only realize that 
have not here lasting city, that matter whither 
what undertake are bound find annoy- 
ances and inconveniences, suspicion 
Verily, verily, travellers must content! Content take 
fair days and foul even they come, see the best there 
see forest flirts and banished dukes, read com- 
placently both the leaves the forest and the leaves 
the Book pages,” says Jeffery Farnol, 
“are forever a-turning, wherein are marvels and wonders 
undreamed ;things weep over, and some few laugh 
at, one has but eyes one’s head see withal.” 

And great books somehow seem grow with our 
growth. Dante means more today than did ten 
years ago, and ten years hence will more potent 
Our reading acts upon our living and our living 
reacts upon the books love; and age cannot wither 
them nor custom stale. though every year an- 
other candle were lighted, added illumination thrown 
upon the familiar printed page; and read, lo, new 
visions life arise before us, new insights come cau- 
tion and guide, new moods give zest living and 
labor and lay down anew pleasant dreams. 

Vital appreciation means religious appreciation; for God 
speaks the world’s great books. study them 
exclusively grammarians philologists rhetori- 
cians, fail understand how can hear His voice; but 
once take them fragrant human documents the 
heavens truly lie about for begin perceive some- 
what the ways God with men. The old belief that 
poets were possessed wise and friendly spirits who 
spoke them and through them not idle fancy, for 
our best moments and our best work God’s 
artistry that wrought. Reflections His Infinite Good- 
ness and Truth and Beauty are caught literature and 
garnered for the children today and tomorrow; and 
surely, the Catholic school live its mission 
and its ideal, right and necessary that its pupils learn 
read those books with open minds and hearts.

The Memory Lesson. 

One fancies that there 
general deterioration 
quality memories nowadays, 
even among the children, be- 
used left the vigor 
the memory alone are supplied 
helps and aids print. 
the old days, when books were 
dearer and rarer, strong and 
retentive memories were more 
the rule because was neces- 
sary for persons education 
retain their memory 
what now commonly trust 
books reference and 
certain that there de- 
cline the good old practice 
giving memory lessons and some our stu- 
dents through their entire course without committing 
thoroughly memory even tithe the excellent prose 
and high poetry which should permanent part their 
mental furnishing for life. have met men and women 
the older generation whose mental wealth this re- 
gard was really enviable. They were intimately ac- 
quainted with the best English literature that the 
great authors flowed naturally upon their lips and 
moments pleasure enthusiasm the stirring syllables 
some great poem apt phrase from classic would 
come their mind and enrich their talk. 

But this use for quotation one the least goods that 
come from memory vast advantage 
have one’s mind stored with beautiful phrases, lovely sen- 
tences, and noble verse, and even though one never uses 
these mental riches one’s speech writing, still the 
possession them gives richness, fullness, and depth 
the thought and the expression which can had 
other way. one can believe the experience great au- 
thors one the greatest misfortunes and disadvantages 
under which our Catholic children labor their ignorance 
the words Holy Scripture. all know how Ruskin 
for example was fed upon the actual text the English 
version the Old and the New Testament that his 
whole vocabulary and all his style were colored it. One 
the favorite details what called significantly the lab- 
oratory method studying English consists noticing 
the influence Scripture the style the writer. 
quite out the question for some our Catholic students 
have this test applied their writings except nega- 
tively, for many them have memories which are quite 
destitute any Scriptural color. 

Yet one would think that least the constant hearing 
the gospels Sundays would gradually impress itself 
the plastic memory child, and would they 
paid any attention what they hear. There north- 
ern pastor who has the excellent practice his regular 
instructions all the children the parish asking 
them repeat the gospel the preceding Sunday. When 
began the practice found plentiful ignorance among 
all the children. Hardly one them could recall any- 
thing about the gospel all. had gone literally one 
ear and out the other. But now all the children the 
congregation, anticipating this weekly examination the 
subject, pay the most acute attention when the gospel 
read. The consequence that they can repeat intelli- 
gently, sometimes almost the words Holy Scripture. 
bit memory lesson from the New Testament every 
day would excellent help for the budding writer and 
can get the children read this holy book over and 
over again and fix its phrases and its figures their 
minds they will immensely benefited for all the rest 
their lives. 

stand out most earnestly for the daily memory les- 
son, not only for the training gives the memory it- 
self, but for the immense help affords toward two great 
processes learning write, the intimate apprecia- 
tion good writing and the constant practice writing 
one’s self. The rhetorics call our attention the fact

One may read rapidly and 


tract entire work. 


curiously, merely see what said. One may read for 
interest alone; one may read with wish study any 
one the various qualities its composition and finally 
one may read digest and assimilate and make it, 
part one’s mental strength and power. This latter way 
the sort reading that leads literary proficiency and 
skill writing, and immensely helped and encour- 
aged memory lessons. 

With regard poetry particular and the more 
mighty sorts prose commit passage memory 
one the best ways thoroughly digesting its mean- 
ings and its beauty. Indeed, certain sense, the study 
required commit memory true process mental 
digestion and one may assimilate the utmost one 
capable taking from the passage. Bacon’s famous sim- 
ile which declares that some books are merely 
tasted, other chewed and swallowed, and some few thor- 
oughly digested luminous here. The best way thor- 
intelligently memory. Surely must have experienced 
this our own student days. What are the passages 
literature that appreciate most, most remember, and 
recall with most delight? Are they not those which 
were compelled commit verbatim memory and which 
therefore recur quiet stirring moments and 
have grown into the very fiber our mind and heart? 
The more thoroughly have memorized it, the more 
deeply have appreciated passage poem and con- 
versely when most thoroughly and deeply absorb and 
digest passage very likely that whole part 
has grown into our memory. 

Now student days are the time times for thus enrich- 
ing and strengthening the memory with noble verse and 
memorable prose. The memory is, then, wonderfully 
flexible and plastic, what learn when are very young 
grows deep into the roots the mind and abides there 
even our later years. Those who have reached middle 
age can say from experience how easily they forget what 
has been recently memorized, but the passages, the 
phrases, the poems, the expressions which they learned 
heart school they never can forget. These are 
dyed into and woven with the very fabric the memory. 

This surprising permanence the memory what 
have learned early youth points very emphatically 
the need careful and wise selection both the prose 
and poetry which give the children memorize. The 
memory not faculty. will seize hold 
and perpetuate the good, the indiffernt, and the bad, with 
equal ease. When give child bit prose 
verse for memory lesson, are casting into the clear 
pool its mind either dull pebble clear gem which 
will abide there for lifetime. The child will recall, year 
after year, what have chosen for its memory lesson, 
and have made poor and unwise choice, its mem- 
ory will burdened some bit trashy indifferent 
prose verse that will help make its standards lower 
and its style, may be, less pure after days. 

the other hand, what give the child mem- 
orize excellent and exquisite, even though bit 
above its present power comprehend, memory will re- 
call the lovely thing after years and its mature powers 
intellect and appreciation will dwell with 
the gem which, unappreciated and unknown, got from 
its careful teachers the days gone by. giving mem- 
ory lessons, bestow the child’s maturer years in- 
heritance feeling, imagination, thought and expression 
which will make richer poorer for all time. There 
great need, therefore, careful selection memory 
lessons for children, and they should chosen expert, 
highly trained teachers with fine critical appreciation 
and full knowledge what best literature. The 
gems that are thrown into the child’s mental treasury 
must the well cut and perfectly polished 
and not miscellaneous helter skelter good and indif- 
ferent true and counterfeit, jumbled together merely 
the taste untrained individual. 

The choosing memory for child should 
the work the loving thought and care many highly- 
educated teachers working together, and suggest that 
may possible for this review call for suggestions 
the point, and get Catholic teachers send those 
selections which they consider best suited for memorizing 
the child and most accord with the high standard 
which have endeavored trace out. All this may seem 
hypercritical and aiming impossible standard, but 
not The wealth English literature will furnish 
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abundant material the very sort that require for all 
the memory lessons care give our children. The 
best and purest the poets; the best flowerings-out 
great English prose the pages masters, the loveli- 
est sentiments and most perfect diction which our tongue 
heir to; these are none good for the white mind and 
clinging memory the child. Besides, the child which 
has well stored its memory copious abundance such 
excellent and exquisite gems thought and expression 
will in.some way fortified against the great intellectual 
and moral weakness the day, that muddy mediocrity 
which comes from the miscellaneous reading good and 
bad together and which much symptom over- 
eating and bad digestion the intellectual order 
muddy complexion the physical line. 

The memory lesson should then constantly and 
freely given once day, and the child should obliged 
memorize part every-day routine, some excellent 
English selection. There will complaining and moan- 
ing first, especially the students have not been used 
that sort exercise, but their memories have won- 
derful facility and they will surprise after few weeks 
training the ease with which they memorize even 
difficult passages. remember one class which was es- 
pecially outspoken its complaints the many memory 
lessons given. They sighed when they had commit 
memory whole poems and paragraphs. But after they had 
graduated and gone out into the world one the boys 
wrote something this fashion. 

want express thanks for the many memory 
lessons were made take. did not realize then what 
was getting, but now find that every new instance and 
experiences keeps bringing mind beautiful and ap- 
passages which are delight think because 
they are fine themselves and express beautifully 
just what thinking and feeling.” 

Finally, the function which the memory exercises 
helping the appreciation literature too much dis- 
regarded. should remember that before books were 
invented the great masterpieces old were carried the 
memory men and the first literature was memorized, 
not written down. have the very words great poem 
great passage prose fixed one’s memory still 
the surest way digest and appreciate it. And the fine 
sentiments, the perfect vocabulary, the apt phrases will 
reproduce themselves some degree, our own writing 
have thoroughly assimilated them memorizing. 
But the question thus raised the study individual 


piece poetry prose too large for this paper and 
requires treated itself.

ORAL TESTING, THE FIRST PART THE 
RECITATION. 
Academic Dept. McGill Institute, Mobile, Ala. 
(Thirteenth Article the Series) 


the average, inexperienced, 
untrained teachers the recitation 
may not first sight appear 
seems continuous proc- 
ess working through certain 
period time. parts in- 
volved may not appear 
operatin gat separate intervals 
they may called into ac- 
tivity such rapid succession 
not separately observed. 
This, however, does not mean 
that the recitation 
separable whole. Seen un- 
seen the whole like 

the whole anything else, 
greater than any its parts and 
equal the sum all its parts. Good teaching demands 
that the teacher should know these component parts 
phases and their aims, content and results. 

its broadest sense the recitation exercise 
which the teacher tests, teaches, trains and assigns school 
tasks through which the pupil acquires knowledge power 
and such the recitation resolves itself into the 
three T’s, testing, teaching, training plus fourth less im- 
portant yet necessary 

The very etmology the term recitation which de- 
rived from the Latin meaning again and citare say 
would indicate that the literal sense the first part 
the recitation testing. reciting the pupil tells what 
knows the lesson which reality test his 
knowledge since the teacher can judge his knowledge, 
power skill only what the pupil can express do. 
Doubtless the use the term recitation testing ex- 
ercise originated from the old practice having pupils 
repeat the words the text book proof their 
knowledge. few years ago most the teaching ex- 
ercises above the lowest primary grades were literal recita- 
tions, memorite: recitals the words the text books. 
Teaching, broadly and properly speaking occupied small 
place school work. result teachers were then 
chiefly disciplinarians and lesson bearers and pupils 
learned but little more than the words memorized. Test- 
ing course was used extremes. produced unde- 
sirable results which later revolutionized our methods 
teaching emphasize the teaching part the recita- 
tion its broader sense. 

Although this over-emphasis testing former times 
produced serious educational losses must not thought 
that testing has value school exercise. Properly 
applied beneficial both teacher Its 
purpose reveal the results instruction, and 
study. such necessary part efficient teaching, 
the inspecting eye and ear the educative process. ith- 
out testing the teacher unable judge the pupil’s edu- 
cational progress which should know step step. 
lesson can skillfully and taught without 
knowledge the teaching results they are obtained. 
Testing not only discloses these results but also directs 
and energizes the teaching. 

already stated the purpose the test reveal 
the results teaching drill and study through 
pupil should acquire knowledge, power and skill. Each 
these desirable, mental attainments tested its 
own means. Knowledge tested chiefly but not entirely 
adequately oral expression. The mere verbal expres- 
sion knowledge not always proof conclusive that the 
pupil understands what expresses verbally for pupils 
may and often repeat accurately facts which they 
not Consequently testing knowledge 
verbal expression the pupil should led such 
language will disclose beyond doubt that under- 
stands what says. Often this difficult task which 
may made easier the teacher’s application the 
tests that the pupil can not them with mere 
recital words memorized indeed but not understood. 
The only exception this rule would the test mere 
memory rather than the knowledge important dates, 
quotations, poems, and even then advisable that 
the pupil understands well remembers them.

THE PAINTING “SCHOOL BRIT- 
TANY” AND THE ARTIST, GEOFFROY 


Far across the waters, the land where warring na- 
tions have wrought sorrow and devastation, France. 
France are many little repatriates, boys and girls, 
who, war orphans, sickened and starved, their little 
minds and hearts and bodies shakened with the cruelties 
war, are found. dirty cellarways 
wandering from post post, these little French lads 
and lassies are found war workers. Many homeless 
waifs France, with terror mirrored their eyes, but 
with trustful yearning their hearts, are gathered to- 
gether those who give aid—sisters the Catholic 
faith and tireless workers the Red Cross society. 
schools the children are placed and there are taught 
forget the misery and the hurts the war; are taught 
cry more for fathers who have been killed the 
great war and are taught forget the enemy whose 
rough hands snatched and dragged them from their moth- 
ers’ sheltering love and care. 

France, before the war, there were found 
every village 500 people, two schools, one for boys 
and one for girls, for boys and girls did not attend the 
same school study under the same instructor. Today, 
France, these little one-room schools are found 
basement rooms houses, the roofs and walls 
which have been shattered the shells the enemies’ 
guns. Again, school often held stable and, when 
possible, many schools are directed the out doors. 
group sixty boys girls will form school and, 
the days before the war, boys and girls all ages 
are found the class. the schools for repa- 
triates, the children’s bodily ills and hunger and thirst are 
first taken care and sanitation taught. Lessons cover- 
ing the rudiments reading, writing and number work 
follow, and great deal handwork which keep the little 
minds and fingers the children occupied. Knitting, 
sewing and the making all necessities needed their 
suffering playmates form the handiwork the children. 

the painting, known “School Brittany,” the 
artist Geoffroy has pictured the story quiet, peaceful 
school room and trustful, serious little students. The 
little children pictured have not been driven from their 
homes warring country, but have gone willingly 
and obediently their class room. The little girls are 
the children peasants, who are those who farm the 
country side and labor with other duties. 


The painting, picturing little French girls school, was 
painted 1891. The artist, Jean Geoffroy, was very 
rich man, who lived contentedly small house out- 
side the big city Paris. Close his home was 
school and Geoffroy, who loved little children and liked 
watch them their play and work over their 
studies, often visited the school. The pupils the school, 
with their sad, serious little faces, were always glad 
welcome their visitor who was well known them. 
Geoffroy often took number the children his 
home where, with crayons and paint brush, would 
make sketches them, telling stories, often pathetic, 
sometimes humorous, but always truthful. Geoffroy liked 
boys well girls and frequently visited the school 
for boys. The lads, their quaint little smocks, ap- 
pealed the artist, did the little girls their clean, 
white caps and neat collars and big wooden shoes. One 
Geoffroy’s paintings shows the interior boys’ 
school just his painting, “School Brittainy,” pic- 
tures girls’ school. 

For our own children America the painting 
the French school quiet, restful story read 
them. The restful middle tones and the strong darks 
the picture have quieting effect, holding together 
the many little bright spots such the caps and collars 


and aprons worn the children. The school room 
itself orderly, which means that also restful 
and that one can peace with one’s neighbors and 
with one’s self. The long school benches placed 
rows and the older girls sitting behind them studiously 
work their lessons give feeling order, bal- 
ance, unity thought and purpose. The maps and 
pictures placed the school room wall are orderly 
arrangement, just the windows house are 
placed. large empty wall space the left the 
picture good for the school children’s tired eyes 
find rest and the painting gives harmonious quality 
that pleasing relation all parts the picture. 
This interior setting, representing school room, 
used the artist tell his story children school. 
The background helps those who look the painting 
find the centered interest, which the artist Geoffroy 
has placed the group children gathered about the 
teacher, who smilingly and untiringly aids the children 
their recitations. 

There are many little stories interest the paint- 
ing read the faces the little girls who form 
the center group. All who look the painting will 
know the stories told. The very small girl who stands 
the teacher reading, bashful, hesitating way, 
the words from the open book the teacher; the older 
girl tells her willingness say the catchy words for 
the younger reader and the third little girl looks ad- 
miringly her teacher from whom she seeks inspira- 
tion. The taller girl the picture watches carefully 
and knowingly her printed page, while clinging her 
the small child grasping nervously her little apron, 
fearingly awaits her turn. 

For rest, from the pictured details the group 
children, the artist has directed the eyes the observer 
fall the two tiny children sitting quietly with 
folded hands. These children look happy and peaceful 
and contented their nearness the kind instructor. 
They are too small join the studies their older 
sisters, but they are very patient, all little children 
should learn be.

THE READING LESSON 


Mental Preparation for the Reading Lesson 


Purpose reading lesson closely related the 
matter mental preparation the pupil for the lesson. 
There are several ways giying pupils stimulated, 
thoughtful, mental attitude toward the reading lesson 
whether oral silent lesson. However, the 
value any particular way depends upon its intelligent 
use the teacher. She must have mind definite 
purpose and use the method that her opinion will 
carry the pupils the direction that purpose. 

The teacher may give the idea the story the 
class her own words, part the story, leaving 
the climax discovered the reading. 

The teacher may tell similar story describe 
similar situation experience ask pupils this 
after the reading. 

Pupils may asked select the passage that they 
prefer read aloud. 

The teacher may read for the class peculiarly 
cult passage, making plain simple explanation in- 
terpretative reading the meaning the difficult words, 
the passage whole. 

These and other ways preparing the minds pupils 
read intelligently, e., with definite purpose 
“problem,” should establish the thoughtful habit all 
reading. Many test lessons should given discover 
whether not pupils are, independently the teacher, 
using their minds well their eyes their reading. 

evident that the teacher cannot thus put her pupils 
the attitude toward reading lesson which will make 
the lesson real educational value them without 
preparation her own part. She must have definite 
idea the purpose her lesson, her method pro- 
cedure and the content the selection. This does 
not mean that she must have written plan always, but 
she should have intelligently thought out plan the 
lesson will amount little. The reading lesson should 
something more than desultory rest period. 

The following from “Special Method Reading,” 
Dr. McMurry:

This 
discovery pronunciation impossible, however, 
ability pronounce the element absent.

There are three ways finding out the meaning 
new word: (1) From some one else, (2) from the 
dictionary, (3) from the context. three ways are 
valuable and each should used. For practical pur- 
poses the last way the one most generally used 
adults, and should used freely school. The second 
way should used school, beginning possibly with 
the fifth and not later than the sixth year. the most 
cumbersome method finding out either the pronuncia- 
tion meaning word; but, the other hand, the 
dictionary useful tool that its use should sys- 
tematically taught. The unintelligent and undirected 
use the dictionary cause great waste time. 
The words which are looked the dictionary should 
carefully selected. The reading lesson gives perhaps 
the best opportunity for the effective use the dic- 
tionary, for, unlike the words spelling book, the 
reading lesson the words are context and pupils are 
thus guided the selection one various meanings 
that may given.

THE AMERICAN SPARROW HAWK 
William Dutcher Audubon Leaflet 


Description 


Adult Male.—General aspect above bright rufous; top 
head bluish slate with rufous crown patch, which 
varies very greatly size different individuals: 
series large black patches commences under eyes and 
extends back neck; back barred with black, some 
birds profusely, others very slightly, sub-terminal broad 
band black tail, followed white tip; outer featn- 
ers tail and sometimes others marked with black and 
white, showing conspicuously from below; wing, upper 
part bluish, more less spotted barred with black, 
long quill feathers black, inner web barred with white, 
showing conspicuously from underneath; under parts 
varying from almost white deep buff, more less 
spotted, with black sides and belly; throat white. 

Adult appearance above rufous, very 
heavily barred with black; head like that male, show- 
ing similar individual variation; wing, long quill feathers, 
black spotted upper surface with rufous, but show- 
ing silvery, barred with black, from below; underneath, 
whitish, heavily streaked with brown, varying shade 
from pale very dark. 

The variation the pattern plumage the Sparrow 
Hawks very remarkable, making extremely difficult 
accurately describe the species. large series 
specimens, hardly any two birds are exactly alike 
detail. 

from end bill end tail varies froin 
8.75 10.50 inches; the female larger, varying from 
9.50 inches. 

Nest.—Is cavity some kind; hole tree, 
either natural the work some Woodpecker, and, 
where trees are not available, hole standstone cliff 

Eggs.—Usually from three five, which vary color 
from clear white buff cream, spotted, blotched, 
marbled, sprinkled with shades walnut brown, 
chestnut, cinnamon, rufous and ochraceous varying 
patterns. “Scarcely any two sets are exactly alike.” (Ben- 
dire.) 

Sparrow Hawk found all parts 
North America, from Great Slave Lake southward 


South America. West the Rocky Mountains 


slightly different species recognized, known the 
Desert Sparrow Hawk, and Lower California still an- 
other species, called St. Lucas Sparrow Hawk; however, 
for the purposes this leaflet but one species described. 
The actual difference between the three species very 
slight that only the most expert and critical ornithologist 
can obsrve it; the layman can see difference the 
plumage, and the habits all are the same, and all 
deserve protection, consideration separate subspecies 
not necessary this time. 

The Sparrow Hawk the smallest the North Ameri- 
can Hawks, and also our most beautiful species, 
well being one the most beneficial. Its name 
Sparrow form habits, nor does eat them 
any serious extent. could renamed the present 
time, might very properly called the Grasshopper 
Hawk, because destroys such enormous quantities 
these destructive insects.

The ideal National Department 
Education is not new. As early as in 1838, 
Henry Barnard advocated a department of 
Education or Bureau for collecting statis- 
tical information and other knowledge and 
for disseminating the same among the 


1851 the American Institute 
Instruction petitioned Congress for a de- 
partment. Mann advocated that 


Congress establish Department Edu- 
cation on a par with ‘other departments of 
Government. Several our Presidents have 
referred messages and addresses the 
need of such a department. The Bureau 
of Education was established to satisfy the 
demand for Department Educa- 
ion. 

The National Education Association 
took definite action favoring a National De- 
partment Education 1856, 1858, and 
1859. has taken similar action almost 
every year since that time. The Annual 
Proceedings of the Association contains 
many able addresses and statements on the 
need of this department. The teachers of 
the ceuntry have been practically unani- 
mous in their recommendations for extend- 
ing the scope the work the Bureau 
Edueation or for establishing a new De- 
partment of Education with a Secretary in 
the President’s Cabinet. They have uni- 
formly taken the view that Edcuation 
América as in other countries is entitled 
to the same recognition in the National 
Government as Agriculture, Commerce, or 
Labor. 

The Bureau of Education was estab- 
lished to serve as a Bureau of Statistics. 
has been handicapped from the begin- 
ning by inadequate appropriations. At 
first it was an independent Bureau. its 
interests apparently disregarded all the 
official family. was later 
attached to the department of the Interior. 
and became one of many subordinate divi- 
sions of that important department of 
Government. The legal scope of its work 
has not ‘been perceptibly broadened. Its 
appropriations are still inadequate, even 
for the work assigned to it. As appropri- 
ations have been made for educational pur- 
poses, the new work has been assigned to 
other departments, until the funds expend- 
ed for Education under the authority of 
the Bureau of Education are estimated to 
be less than one per cent of the total ex- 
penditure for education by the National 

Education has been parcelled out the 
various Bureaus. Boards, and Departments. 
Each Board Department deals 
directly with the Public Schools. The work 
outlined by these departments results in 
needless duplication and overlapping. There 
are instances where four or more govern- 
mental agencies are handling the same line 
of work in the schools, each asking the 
schools to carry out its outlines and direc- 
tions. 

The Department of Education is desir- 
able beeause: It will furnish a co-ordinat- 
ing center for the educational expenditures 
which the nation now making (over 
$30.000.000 annually) and by co-ordinating 
them will make them more effective: it will 
provide a broader recognition of the work 
of schools, both public and private. and 
give a fairer evaluation of the products of 
all institutions: it will by focussing atten- 
tion on essential points. aid in the develop- 
ing of higher moral values; it will fix re- 
sponsibilities for larger educational policies 
and it will determine the order in which 
these ean be most economically and most 
efficiently carried out: and it will give 
education a voice in the deliberations of 
the Cabinet. giving a defacto recognition of 


the essential value of Education in a 
Democracy. 


Godless Education. 

The Rev. Joseph McMahon re- 
cently delivered lecture “Amer- 
ican Catholics and Social Work After 
the War” Delmonico’s, New 
York, under the auspices the Cath- 
olic Library Association. Churchmen 
this country, Dr. McMahon said, 
have been slow grasp the impor- 
tance social work problems 
solved after the war, realize that 
now the time make preparations 
and take stand regard expan- 
sions which will come with peace. 
thought Catholics should consider the 
industrial difficulties which will arise

disastrous influence upon the morals 
the coming generation. “We will 
have another war,” Dr. McMahon 
said, “if God kept out our 
schools, and will have its reflex 
the industrial work this country.” 
The speaker concluded saying that 
the people America had risen mag- 
nificently the support the Red 
Cross, but that they had forgotten 
that the Red Cross was symbol 
another cross.” 


Urges Federal Government Co- 
operate With States. 

his annual report Secretary 
the Interior Lane deprecates the large 
number American citizens who can- 
not speak English and who cannot 
read write any language. 
states that the nation spends annually 
twice much for chewing gum for 
school books, gives more for automo- 
biles than for all primary and second- 
ary schools, and pays its teachers less 
than day laborers. does not rec- 
ommend federal control education, 
but urges government co-operation 
with the states. declares that the 
education the young not solely 
state matter, but subject na- 
tional concern. hopes see the 
day when every child will learn 
trade while school. 


Attack Parochial Schools Michigan 


“Amendment Hits Parochial Schools,” 
was the flaring headlines which greeted 
thousands of honest citizens of Michi- 
gan, when they picked up their daily pa- 
per to scan the news recently. 

The item in the secular press, as pub- 
lished, read in part as follows: 

“Practical elimination in Michigan of 
private and parochial schools is asked 
for in a constitutional amendment to be 
voted on next spring. Petitions signed 
by 48,000 electors were filed Friday with 
the secretary of state. 

“The amendment was talked of last 
year and is intended to eradicate schools 
not under the state public school system. 
It was originally intended to strike at 
schools various religious denomina- 
tions of which German was spoken, but 
the way the amendment is drawn, it 
practically kills all schools but those 
in the public school system. 

“To the article in the constitution on 
education, the proposition is to add two 
new sections, to be called 16 and 17, as 
follows: 

“Section 16—All residents of the state of 
Michigan, between the ages of 5 years and 


16 years, shall attend the public schools in 
their respective districts until they have 
been graduated from the eighth grade; pro- 


vided, that in the districts where the grades 
do not reach the eighth, then all persons 
herein described in such district shall com- 
plete the course taught therein. 

“Section 17—The legislature shall enact 
all necessary legislation to render effective 
section 16. 

“The petitions as filed by the Wayne 
County Civics Association contain the names 
of many women, (all of which will be 
taken off, as they are not yet registered 
and qualified voters within the meaning of 
the law.”

second test knowledge its application direct 
indirect. Frequently this far more satisfactory test 
than oral expression. The pupil’s ability handle frac- 
tions, extract cube and square roots, solve equations and 
apply grammatical rules geometrical propositions, 
chemical and physical principles problems and tasks in- 
volving them far more positive proof his knowl- 
edge these subjects than the mere oral tests them, 
given him while studying them. 

can read and sing correctly piece music which 
has not seen heard before quite certain that 
knows the music. Likewise ob- 
serves the Ten Commandments and practices the Chris- 
tion virtues there can doubt his religious edu- 
cation and training. course, impossible test 
practically all teaching results but the arts and sciences 
and moral conduct afford ample opportunities for practical 
applications the teacher should take 
advantage them. 

The test the pupils mental power its exercise. 
Mental exercise strengthens mental power surely 
physical exercise strengthens physical power. The pupil’s 
power understanding the relations mathematical 
quantities tested his correct solution problem 
involving comprehension mathematical relations. 
Similarly his power understanding grammatical rela- 
tions words sentences tested his correct analysis 
the thought involved. Nor can anything short 
thought activity analyze English sentences since gram- 
matical relations English unlike those Greek, Latin 
the Romance languages must recognized not 
word forms but analysis relations words com- 
paratively uninflected forms. 

The test. the pupils’ skill doing. That “actions 
speak louder than words” nowhere truer than tests 
for skill. determine the degree skill any activity 
the doing must seen. Here “seeing believing.” 
penmanship skill shown writing, addition add- 
ing, manual training the manufacture certain ar- 
ticles pertaining manual training. certain degree 
skill writing drawing may ascertained speci- 
mens these arts but only partially since time 
cogent factor the acquisition skill. Certainly the 
skill two penmen can not fairly determined merely 
specimen their penmanship since the one may have 
practiced much more than the other before submitting 
his specimen, Certainly, too, the pupil who adds column 
figures accurately half minute has much more 
adding than one who spends whole minute adding 
the same column correctly. determine pupil’s skill 
any the school-room arts is, therefore, necessary 
consider the amount time spent the finished prod- 
uct and the assistance given the competitors. Otherwise 
specimens are not fair evidences the comparative skill 
competing pupils schools. 

Having observed that knowledge may tested ex- 
pression and application, power exercise and skill 
doing may next consider the different modes test- 
ing. these there are two general kinds—oral and writ- 
ten. the oral test the first applied beginning, 
does, the lowest primary grades may well con- 
sider first. may applied three different ways— 
the question method, the topic method and the 
concert method each which has its advantages and 
disadfantages. 

The chief adpantage the question method 
thoroughness. other method more definite, more 
searching, more efficient than series pointed searching 
questions bringing out the pupil’s knowledge what 
fundamental and important. course, the thoroughness 
the question method depends upon the quality rather 
than quantity the questions asked. few brief pointed 
searching questions are far more efficient than many long, 
rambling, pointless ones. Shallow questions admit 
shallow answers, irrelevant ones irrelevent answers, empty 
ones empty answers. Hence the teacher should ask 
pointed, searching material questions bringing out the pu- 
pils’ knowledge what vital and fundamental. 

Another advantage the question method testing 
the orderly unfolding the subject matter which af- 
fords. allows the teacher control the order pre- 
senting the subject matter and its related truths thus en- 
abling him stress and make prominent what basic 
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and essential. Often too systematic review ques- 
tioning obscure, difficult points greatly clarifies the 
pupil’s knowledge them. 

third advantage the question method testing 
the ample opportunities affords for giving incidental in- 
struction. When searching questions indicate need 
explanation illustration these can made small 
sacrifice testing the pupil’s intellectual ability. the 
pupils are then receptive condition receive explana- 
tion this the psychological moment which the ex- 
planation may made briefly yet efficiently. doing 
this care must taken not waste scatter testing 
easy yield great loss valuable time. 

insure these three advantages testing questions 
should clear, concise and exacting for the first requisite 
correct answer question clear understanding 
what asked. Ambiguous, wordy questions induce 
hesitation and confusion; indefinite ones lax, rambling 
pointless answers. 

“Leading” questions suggesting answers are also lit- 
tle value and should not asked. The same usually 
true “yes no” questions which even the dullest, most 
unprepared pupil quite likely guess the correct an- 
swer since the manner asking the suggestive look 
hint the teacher classmates perhaps unconsciously 
given may facilitate correct guessing. rule “leading” 
“yes no” questions are destructive not constructive 
learning; they foster bad habits study and deceive 
both teacher and learner. 

The chief merit the topical method testing and 
reciting the training gives the expression 
thought. give topical recitation the pupil must ex- 
press his knowledge successive coherent sentences and 
this far sounder test than the mere answering 
few brief, specific questions. 

Furthermore, the topic method compels the pupil 
organize his thought systematically while studying. 
compels the pupil first outline and arrange his thoughts 
coherently and then express them 
tainly the topical method studying and reciting history 
the correct one especially the higher grades. The 
making and following outlines the higher grade 
pupils particularly history, geography and composition. 
Outlines give guide and logical sequence. Thus they 
train both thinking and expression. Advanced pupils es- 
pecially should not merely acquire knowledge outlined 
others but they should they advance outline and or- 
ganize knowledge themselves. this the recitation 
should occasionally call for topical outlines made the 
pupils and then criticized and corrected class. 

Comparing the question and topical methods testing 
find them supplementary each other. Where 
one weak the other strong. question method 
especially strong its deep, comprehensive, searching 
test the pupils’ knowledge but weak its expression 
while the topical method strong expression but weak 
search. Hence union the two methods gives the 
best results. This may done requiring pupils 
study and recite topically and then quizzing them any 
obscure, difficult points until there further doubt 
the pupils’ knowledge the topic. This union the 
two methods especially advisable such high school 
work history, geometry, physics and chemistry. 
course primary and intermediate work the question 
method more commonly used, the topical method being 
reserved chiefly for reviews. 

power and skill are largely tested doing, primary 
and intermediate tests may given topically the form 
such directions as: Relate the story “The Boy and 
the Say the Lord’s Prayer.

Reference Libraries. What Catholic works for example 
have offer the student research Medaeval his- 
tory? What works have offer the important sub- 
ject the great forces that have made Christian civiliza- 
tion through the centuries? What works have offer 
the genesis Christian Art, and the inspiring forces 
that have fashioned the poetry every land from the 
Tiber the Thames? 

You may answer that even these Catholic works were 
forthcoming they would not get place the shelves 
secular libraries. Not so. You will find Janssen’s His- 
tory the German People Pastor’s Lives the Popes 
and Cardinal Gasquet’s admirable and scholarly volumes 
dealing with Henry the III and the Church England, 
and Henry VIII and the English Monasteries nearly 
all the great libraries the secular universities. 

The cry indeed today for Catholic scholars re- 
search work and embody the result their investiga- 
tions book form. This where Catholic scholarship 
the present has failed America. What have 
show—to present the student research America 
the result Catholic scholarship save the Catholic 
Encyclopedia and Dr. Gilmary Shea’s historical works? 
The late Brother Azarias had the temperament the 


scholar and the true judicial mind the student re- 
search and had lived would have doubt left behind 
him great and scholarly works enduring value. had 
but entered upon his great life work when the finger 
God touched him death. The works that this humble 
Brother the Christian Schools has left are indeed 
the beauty their truth artistry, literary judgments and 
fine sympathy but earnest what would have ac- 
complished had his life activities extended into the years 
come. 

have been amazed during Dante research work 
the past year observe how little has been done Eng- 
lish speaking Catholic scholars make the world’s great- 
est epic poet known the Catholic mind. not know 
single translation the Divine Comedy into English 
English speaking Catholic scholar.

often been shown that many pupils can recite concertedly 
matter which they have real individual knowledge. 
The few who know and recite lead while the ignorant 
merely follow, repeating without any real understanding 
what the leaders say. 

From what has been said clear that oral testing 
difficult but necessary part the recitation. the 
eye and ear which the teacher determines the pupils’ 
knowledge, power and skill. the teacher ascertains 
(1) what the pupil knows and remembers, (2) how thor- 
oughly understands what remembers, (3) how skill- 
fully can apply his knowledge. tests the pu- 
preparation, ability study, memory, expression, 
mental discipline and capacity. may short some 
these respects. such cases the teacher should know 
this and testing enables the teacher judge whether the 
weakness failure due his own defects those 
the pupil. the failure the result defective teach- 
ing the teacher should correct it. pupils fail through 
fault their own they need assistance. the failure 
due indolence they need persuader. For idleness 
they should reproved and punished after which the les- 
son should re-assigned preferably with additional study 
and the class dismissed for better preparation. Should 
most the class fail through fault theirs the teacher 
should testing inquiry locate the difficulty and help 
them master it. For these obvious reasons the test 
should come first the recitation order that the teacher 
may know what further course pursue. 
the regular recitation test also well give frequent, 
general oral tests matter previously studied unex- 
pected times during which the real standing the pupil 
without special preparation may more accurately de-

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GREGORIAN CHANT ESSENTIALLY UNISON.

Being asked 
explain his reasons why considered Gregorian Chant 
unfit for Church use indignantly said: “It evident: 
Don’t you hear, don’t you feel how dull and dreary is? 

The race such fogeys may well nigh extinct, but 
prejudices are hard kill. Pope Pius aimed au- 
thoritative blow such hydra-head when his Motu 
Proprio November 22, 1903 said: “Everybody must 
take for certain that ecclesiastical function loses noth- 
ing its solemnity when accompanied other 
music but this (viz. Gregorian Chant)”. This includes 
even the gorgeous Papal Mass, celebration which sur- 
passes splendor the crowning kings and the weddings 
emperors. And such grand celebration the Pope 
himself makes the sweeping and authoritative statement: 
“Everybody must take for certain that (even this grand- 
est) ecclesiastical function loses nothing its solemnity 
when accompanied other music but this.” 

There mysterious grandeur and unique majesty 
embeded the unison chant. The basis this wonder- 
ful quality undoubtedly lies the fact that Gregorian 
music completely surrenders itself the genius the 
spoken word. There pretence the part music; 
everything helps bring about clear and distinct under- 
standing the sacred text. Even Moses and Esdras 
took immense care that all the people might understand 
every syllable the law the Lord, does Gregorian 
Music the wings sacred melody carry every wor- 
shipper the word God reverently, lovingly, and distinct- 
ly. Polyphone music unfortunately obscures the meaning 
the words overlapping words and syllables one 
and the same time. Numerous are the records filed 
the annals history irrespectful text delivery, and 
the protests against such irreverence. Thus the time 
the Council Trent bishops and cardinals testified 
that very often spite intent listening they could not 
discover what the choir was singing. Certainly “Old 
Nick” had anything say the organ loft, would 
take care that God’s word gobbled nonsensical 
turkey-Latin. Thus ‘Regina Coeli’ composed forty 
parts, when performed gave the impression hens and 
roosters cackling and crowing, all vowels resounding 
simultaneously. wonder then, that Holy Church in- 
sists that every form church music must present the 
text understandable and reverent form. 

The primary reason why chant rejects ‘second voice’ 
results from the fact that speech-song. Place two 
men into the pulpit and make them deliver sermon 
simultaneously: you cannot it, one will destroy the 
other’s work. But you insist them trying agree 
rhythm and cadence the only way out the diuculty 
will measure and weigh the syllables for them. And 
what will the The words Horace will come 
true: ‘The mountains burst asunder and out comes lit- 
tle mouse.’ You expect hear powerful oratorical 
rhythm, and lo! they recite measured lines the order 
‘Mary had little lamb.’ Such are the fetters mutual 
agreement music. The conventionalities measured 
rhythm clip the wings the eagle and the eloquent De- 
mostenes compelled scan school ditties. Nothing 
can more painful than hear Gloria Credo me- 
chanically rendered measured time, the strong beats 
recurring with the precision machine. 


The ‘unison’ element appears new light when 
consider chant ‘prayer.’ doubt, the old fogey over- 
looked the prayer-side. Music according his notions 
was all cared for, and his notions kept him prisoner 
within his narrow mind. And that narrow mind used 
like ram storm St. Peter’s rock. Serious church men 
have repeatedly raised their voices against polyphony 
liturgy. Mother Church did not accede such demands; 
having admitted her into the sanctuary, she protects her, 
but from time time unmistakable terms she instructs 
her children. Pius could hardly conceive language more 
powerful set into light how the qualities necessary for 
sacred music are found the highest degree 
Gregorian chant; and how this chant was the only form 
music inherited from the ancient fathers, jealously 
guarded for centuries her liturgical books, directly pro- 
posed the faithful her own, and prescribed exclusive- 
for some parts the liturgy.

But you cause the young learner rush far be- 
yond this maximum activity you shatter the nerves and 
break down the health. 

The teacher who injures the child’s nerves overspeed- 
ing thereby destroys precious private property and perpe- 
trates public wrong. So, when the health specialist 
comes examine the pupils and prescribe remedies 
for those found ailing, hope will also examine 
the teacher and determine the extent which she may 
one the causes ill-health the little ones through 
the use speeding-up methods like those described above. 
And, then, wish some one authority would prescribe 
for her. 

Strange say, the type teacher here under criticism 
does not usually realize the extent her fault until some 
one brings sharply her attention. 
matter she has picked from imitation and has never 
really thought through. are all thus some aspects 
our lives. becomes our duty help your 
teacher correct the serious error here under considera- 
tion. And, may that when see her she can assist 
correcting some our own. Who knows? 

Wherefore, come back and clinch the idea herein ad- 
vanced, let the task firm and determined man- 
ner and bring about that the teacher who whacks our 
children’s nerves through speed contests and mad racing 
over the lessons shall more. respect this 
matter, our duty clear.
